It differs from the majority in that it ap­ 
peal's such a short time before the No­ 
v ember v ote that a refutation cannot ov er 
take the orig inal lie. 
The name g oes l>ack to the IS44 race 
between J ames K. Polk and Henry Clay . 
An anony mously circulated leaflet accused 
Polk, a Tennessee slav eholder, of selling 
his Neg roes to the Deep South, where they 
had l>een found, branded with the initials 
J .K.P. The authority g iv en was a supposed 
book of American trav el by a German 
Baron v on Roorback. There was no such 
baron and no such v olume, and the charg e 
was a lie. It may hav e serv ed to tu 
v otes 
from Polk, but not enoug h to defeat nim. 
The nex t roorback of importance ap­ 
peared in 18 8 0. 
This was the so-called 
Morey letter falsely accusing J ames A. Gar­ 
field, the Republican nominee, of fav oring 
the 
unlimited 
importation 
of 
Chinese 
coolies. Too near election to hav e the de­ 
nial catch up with the charg e, the letter 
was probably the chief reason why Cali­ 
fornia went Democratic. 
It did not suc­ 
ceed. howev er, in defeating Garfield. 
This campaig n has already witnessed the 
circulation of much defamatory literature. 
Thus far there has been time to point out 
its falsity . As the election approaches, the 
v oter would do well not to believ e any 
charg e made only a few day s before the 
v ote. 
It mig ht be true, but its lateness 
would make it hig hly suspect. 


NAME WITH PRESTIGE 
Ohio Republicans, casting about for a 
new state party leader, are reported to be 
focusing hopefully on Robert Taft, J r. The 
son of the late Mr. Republican looks like 
his father and shows promise of dev eloping 
intellectual qualities similar to those which 
made the senator one of his g eneration's 
outstanding statesmen. 
The y oung er Taft has another quality 
that may help. One reporter put it this 
way : “ His brown ey es hav e the same de­ 
termination that characterized his father.” 
Thus far his determination has carried him 
to the state leg islature. His career is cer­ 
tain to be observ ed with interest, especially 
by national Republican leaders. They well 
know' how v aluable to their cause a worthy 
son of one of the party ’s g reats could be 
in the y ears ahead.
